APPLICATION

sprays to the first flowers to ap­ 
pear on tomato plants not only 
will set fruit but will cause them 
to form without seeds. 
Tile first flowers on tomato 
plants have a natural tendency 
to fall off. Squirting each blos­ 
som with a hormone spray sold 
for this purpose will prevent fruit 
drop and result In an extra early 
crop. 
The hormone spray can be ap­ 
plied with a small atomizer, as 
Illustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. The spray should 
be applied within two or three 
days after each bud opens. 
This hormone spray is now 
commonly used by commercial 
tomato growers for their “under 
glass" crops, but Is still new to 
home gardeners. No great labor 
Is Involved in spraying the few 
tomato plants in the average 
Freedom garden. 
If you have the patience you 
can also pollinate tomato flowers 
by hand.
